( 7 ) An existing unit applying for import of machinery for re¬ 
placement, balancing or modernisation can make one appli¬ 
cation in a half year. However, the applications to meet 
emergency situations like breakdown or in response to 
a specific foreign credit may be entertained at any time. ”

“( 4 ) Supplementary licences :—The Industrial Undertakings 
in the public sector engaged in select industries and IDA 
Industries (excluding undertakings run departmentally 
by Central or State Government) may also tpply for the 
grant of supplementary'import licences for raw materials 
and components. The applications for supplement sty li¬ 
cences in such cases should be made separately to the Chief 
Controller of Imports & Exports New Delhi through 
DGTD indicating dearly the reasons for additior si require¬ 
ments of raw materials and components, by fmpishirg the 
information regarding production programme, arnua) re¬ 
quirements of raw materials and components, stock in hard 
expected arrivals, value of automatic licences/release orders 
obtained or expected to be obtained and the unutilised value 
of licence/releasc orders in hand etc. Such applications, 
should also be accompanied by the consumption certificate 
in the form appcaringin Appendix 14 and should be made in 
the same form and manner and within the last date pres¬ 
cribed as laid down in the case of DGTD units in the rele-

Subject. —Imports through Air India/Indian Airlines against REP licences during 
1975 - 70 , Amendment thereto. 

No. 61 -rTC(PN)/ 75 .—Import licences are Issued with value on cif basis. I 
coverg the amount to be utilised on imports on account of cost, insurance anc 
freight. It has been represented that in man y cases the licence holders have tc 
import goods by Air having regard to their urgent requirements, but the 
freight being higher than the sea freight, the value of the licence available fox 
purchase of goods abroad gets reduced to that extent, with the result that th. 
licence holders gets lesser quantity than what he needs. 

2 . This matter has been examined. It has been decided that REP lie 
holders, including holders of advance and imprest licences issued under the impor! 
policy for Registered Exporters, and including those having REP licences issu 
to the canalising agencies with Letters of Authority in their name, who impor' 
goods against such licences through Air India/Indian Airlines and pay the air 
freight In India in non.convertible Indian rupees will be allowed to utilise the 
entire value of their licences on account of payment towards cost and insurance of 
the goods imported. In other words, that part of the value of import licence 
which was intended to cover the amount on account of ‘freight’ will also be 
allowed to be utilised on cost and Insurance in respect of the goods to be imported. 
The amount paid towards air freight will not be debited to the value of the licence, 
To this extent, the REP licence holder, will be able to import a higher quantity oi 
goods than what he could have imported in case the amount of ‘freight’ had als 
been debited to the overall value of the licence. 

3 . This facility will be subject to the conditions that (i) the imports shall no' 
exceed the overall value of the licence, (ii) the face value restrictions, if any, on 
individual items In the licence will not be exceeded; and (iii) other conditions 
governing the import will remain unchanged. The facility will also apply to 
licences issued to the units in Santa Cruz Electronics Export Processing Zo~~, 
Bombay and Kandla Free Trade Zone, New Kandla. 

4 . It will not be necessary for the licence holders who want to avail of thi 
facility to obtain an endorsement from the licensing authority to this effect. Th 
customs authorities will allow the import in pursuance of the provisions made in 
this Fdbltc Notice, if otherwise in order. Similarly, the authorised dealers in 
foreign exchange will also not debit the amount of air freight' in such cases tc 
the c.if, value of the licence for the purpose of remittance abroad. 

5 . Licence holders who want to avail of this facility should have a clear stipu¬ 
lation inserted in their order and letter of credit (where opened) that the foreign 
shiper should advise Air India’s booking office abroad that the consignment w 
being Imported into India under REP licence and have a bold Indication made on 

top of the relevant Airway Bill as “Import under REP licence No. 

dated.Such indication on the Airway Bill will enable Air 

India to ensure that the consignment was physically carried by an Air India 
flight and not transferred to a partner airline in the pooling arrangement. 


0 . It shall be obligatory on the licence holders/letter of authority holder to 
furnish to thq Air India/hidian Airlines the particulars of the REP licence 
against which the import is made while approaching the Air India/Indian Airlines 
for obtaining delivery order in respect of, the goods imported. The particular# 
should be furnished in the proforma of the ‘Intimation Slip’ attached to this 
Public Notice. 
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7 . This facility will be available to the REP licences issued on or after 1 st 
April, 1973 and will be in force upto 31 st March, 1976 .
